month of the Tongne river. The Montana, 
troops, numbering 250 infantry and 12( 
horse, including 70 infantry and the 2d 
cavalry under Gen. Gibbon, left for Fort 
Ellis with a wagon train and supplies for 
80 days. They will follow the old Stan'ey 
trail route teemipg with hostile? and 420 
miles long. They may encounter a large 
war party in tbe Big Horn country. They 
have been in the field since March and are 
poorly clad for cold weather. The 22d in- 
fantry, left at the mouth of Glcndlre Creek, 
bavecommenced the construction of a stock- 
ade. They will remain until November 
1st or later. The 7th cavalry left lor Fort 
Buford and will move along the north bank 
of the Yellowstone. After a rest here 
they will go to Fort Lincoln to winter.
